In its list of 
members or directors are the 
names of or more New York 
billionaires, most of Whom made 
their money out of Steel Trust 
and Armor Plate stocks. Alton 
P>. Parker, once candidate for 
president and overwhelmingly 
repudiated, has long la'cn attor¬ 
ney for the Boss Tweed element 
of New York corruptionists. 
Flihu Root, horny handed ex- 
[lonent of democracy, repre.sent- 
ed the trusts and cor|)orations 
in the United States Senate foi’ 
years. Recently he was presi¬ 
dent of the New York state con¬ 
stitutional convention and wrote 
a new constitution for that 
state. The |K;ople rejected it by 
a majority of 3.50,0(10 votes. 
Later Mr. Root was .sent to Ru.s- 
sia at the head of a commission 
to keep Russia’s eiiuilibrium 
from wabbling, but when they 
saw him coming they cluxse the 
Bolsheviki democracy rather 
than his kind.

Thus the present epidemic ragtsl most 
Inten.scly In Kiiroive In .May, June and 
July Morimver, In the cane of ordi 
nary colds, the general symptoms 
(fever, (laln depression) are by no 
means as severe or as sudden In their 
oiis.'t as they are In Influenza. Final 
ly. ordinary colda do not sptH'ad 
tim.ugh the community so rapidly or 
•o ezteiislvely as does Influenza.

ON DEFENSIVE

Prompt action of the Board of 
Health in closing the schools, 
churches and other public as¬ 
semblages probably had an im- 
ixu’tant part in preventing the 
spread of influenza in Siena 
Madre. While there have been 
a number of cases here, most of 
them could be accounted for as 
Ijeing brought in from the out¬ 
side. I’rompt isolation prevent¬ 
ed the general spreading of the 
disease. 

Among the first real cases in 
Sierra Madre were the family of 
Ui’. K. H. Mackerras who ar¬ 
rived liome from the east last 
Friday. Mrs. Mackerras and the 
three boys were sick on the 
train, Ijeing taken soon after a 
stop in Chicago. The doctor es¬ 
caped infection and has beer. 
Imsy attending to the calls of 
the public jus well as his own 
family ever since his arrival. 

Among those reported as hav- 
the “flu” or something akin 
thereto are Mrs. J. D. Macker¬ 
ras, Mrs. W. II. Ingraham, Her- 
iHU’t Ingraham, Mrs. Osgood, 
Mr. and Mis. Merton II. Clark, 
and C. J. Pegler.

The 
other cases were reiioi ted to be 
less .severe and most of them are 
on the mend. 

Cundition.s at Balloon School 
Something resembling a pan¬ 
ic wa.s created Sunday by a re- 
(piest from the Balloon Sch<^ 
infirmary for Ijed linen, it beiii^ 
reported that the soldiers \ver4^ 
coming in .sick faster than beds'' 
could be made for them and Ine 
supply of lien had run out. It 
appc'ars that the great number 
of men sent lo the infiimaiy 
was due to the strict precaution¬ 
ary measures taken in .sending 
in every suspiciou.s case, many 
of whom were prove.i to have 
only colds or .something less se¬ 
vere than influenza. The camp 
has not been quarantined but 
all men who pass in and out are 
examined and treated with dis¬ 
infectant sprays. 

As a special precautionary 
measuie the U. S. Public Health 
Service has requested the pul>- 
lication of an article on the "fiu’’ 
which may he found in another 
column.
